Qha»tly Work of Art. 

In tho P1UI palace, at Florence, I* 
table which, (or originality iu the mat 
tcr o( construction and ghasllincs* in 
conception, is probably without 
rival. It was made by Giuseppe Sa 
gatti, who passed several yours of hi* 
life in lis manufacture. To tho casual 
Observer It gives tho Impression of 
curious mosaic of marbles of dllTcren 
shade* and colors, for it looks lik 
polished stone. In reality it Is com- 
posed of human muscles and viscera. 
No less than a hundred bodies wero 
requisitioned for tho material. Tho 
table Is round mid about a yard in di- 
ameter, willi a pedesint and four claw 
feet, the whole being formed of potri- 
Qed human remains. The ornaments 
of the pedestal are mado from the in- 
testines, the claws, wilh hearts, livers 
and lungs, tho natural color of which 
is preserved. The table-lop 1* con- 
structed of muscles artistically ar- 
ranged, and it is bordered with up- 
ward of a hundred eyes, tho effect of 
which Is said to be highly artistic 
since thoy ret sin nil their luster, and 
scoin to follow tho observe. Sagatti 
died about fifty year* ago. Ho ob- 
tained his bmlies from thu hospitals 
and indurated them by Impregnation 
with mineral salts. — Medical /Vcja

Tho 
bureau chief* ar.d every liody clso that 
can possibly scraiie together any thing 
at all are now haul at work gathering 
the trash, and thoso reports, which are 
known to bo minor re|iort*. aro larger 
iu many Instance* limn that of tho 
head of the department. Ii Is nothing 
new. Why In 1S85 Congress passed a 
law to check this very thing, and this 
is what they enacted: 

That It shall not lie lawful fortbe head of any 
Bierutive Department, or of any bureau, 
branch, or octcc or Ihe corernmenl to cause lo 
be printed, nor shall the IMbllc Printer print 
uny document, or malterof any characler what- 
ever oicout that nluch Is authorized by law 
and necessary to administer the public buslocta, 
nor sh&lt any bureau officer embrace In his an- 
nual or other report to be lirtntei. any nutter 
not directly pertaining to the duties of his ofilce 
aa prescribed by law.
